An] Eminent Naturalist Writes a Bird 
Biography. 


[Extracts from a sketch by Samuel Lock- 
wood in the American Naturalist.) 

In the clearer light of these latter 
days, a higher value has settled upon 
the so-called small thi of nature. 
It may be that Mrs. Partingten spoke 
wiser than she knew when she said: 
„Human nature is human nature, if 
you find it in a cow.” Let us attempt 
to tell the story of a tame robin. 

Rob, for so we called him, was 
taken from a nest on Long Island. 
He was turned a year old when he be- 
came one of our pets, and very soon 
he had established himself in our af- 
fections. He was very exacting of at- 
tention—so demonstrative and famil- 
jar. 

Much sentiment is wasted about 
keepiog birds in confinement. Does 
it not generally come from such as 
are iotelerant of pets? It is a depri- 
vation of natural freedom. So thought 
the horse in the meadow, as he be- 
held the ass roaming in the unfenced 
sand lots. Even birds may have hard 
times. Yes, I have known the free 
wild birds to be starved to death with- 
in the sound of acanary’s song. But 
perhaps Reb was unsentimental, for it 
was plain that prison or not he liked 
his cage. In it he was at home and 
well to do—away from it he was 
adrift and unsettled. 

The senses of birds must be very 
acute. I would instance in Rob's 
case that of scent. He was extrava- 
gantly fond of fresh beef, and though 
in a different room, could tell the arri- 
val of the butcher's bey iu the kitchen, 
when he would scream with impa- 
tience. Little strips of raw beef were 
fed him. If when receiving one mor- 
sel he saw another in the fingers of 
his mistress, he would drop it on the 
floor of his cage and wait for the next 

bit with nervous impatience; and so 
~ would he do until he had secured all 
that his sharp eyes saw, which dove, 
he ate these delicacies in a perfectly 
orderly way. How unlike a dog 
which swallows as fast as he can the 
meat given it. But Rob was particu- 
lar, the meat so providently put on the 
fleor of his cage was thus rendered 
dirty; the knowing bird would take it 
piece by piece and wash it io his water 
tub. This cenduct showed the near- 
est approach to abstract reasoning that 
I ever saw the bird make. Many of 
the birds like this condiment of leisure 
with their food. How often have I 
seen a fowl pick up a grain of oorn, 
then drop it and look at it, then pick 
it up, drop and inspect again several 
times, then swallow it, and all with no 
other logic in the matter that I could 
see, than to make the most of one’s 
blessings. So with Rob, having got 
his stere before him, he enjoyed it in 
a leisurely and sensible way. He was 
very fond of the larve which we used 
to find in chestnuts. Even these he 
would smell afar off, and would go 
into ecstacies, makiug a lively chatter- 
ing talk, as one was brought to his 
cage. The presentation of a spider 
was a grand event. But as to earth- 
worms, he had a soul above all such. 
Se far as Rob was concerned, the early 
bird was entirely welcome to them.

EDITORIAL NOTES 


Under the Booth silver bill, which 
provides for the exchang: of subsid- 
iary silver for currency at the treas- 
ury or any sub-treasury of the United 
States, considerable transfers have al- 
ready been made in San Francisco.
